THe ANDOVER TOWNSMAN 


o 


The Townswoman is one of the heirs of the 
late George Pillsbury of Ballardvale, in as 
much as through the thoughtfulness of one 
of his relatives she has come into possession 
of two Andover Advertisers dated Janua 
23, 1864, and July 16, 1864; a Bicknell 
Bro’s Advertiser dated 1888, and several 
child’s papers dated 1861. 

The Andover Advertiser of January 23, 
1864, would hardly satisfy the newspaper 
reader of today. In its twenty-four columns, 
we find only two items of local news as fol- 
lows: 

“The West Parish Meeting House was 
dedicated on Thursday afternoon. Sermon 
by Rev. Mr. Merrill, the pastor; dedicatory 
prayer by Professor Barrows.” 


“Such coasting or sliding down hill was 
never before seen in Andover, we believe. 
Boys start their sleds in front of our office 
(the office of Warren F. Draper was then on 
Main street opposite Phillips academy) and 
slide, without stopping, to the railroad 
depot, nearly a mile, part of the way up hill. 
The progress is arrested at the depot by a 
bare spot in the street, else they would cross 
the Shawshine more than a mile distant. 
The street is one sheet of glare ice.”’ 


There are about two columns of world 
news; nine columns of what is called “‘mis- 
cellaneous selections,” which would nowa- 
days be designated as “filler,” with the re- 
maining twelve filled with advertising. 

Aside from the columns devoted to adver- 
tising pills and nostrums and the “literary 
and theological gems” published by W. F. 
Draper, we note these ads of special interest. 

“The undersigned hereby give notice that 
they have formed a co-partnership under the 
firm of Valpey & Flint, for carrying on the 
Butchering and Market business, as successors 
to the late Samuel G. Valpey, deceased. 

“Beef, Pork, Mutton, Veal, Poultry, Hams 
and Vegetables of the best quality constantly 
on hand. Articles purchased will be de- 
livered at the residences of buyers in any part 
of the town without extra charge.” 

This notice is signed by George H. Valpey 
and John H. Flint. 

There is another, which under the heading 
of “Hair-Work Wreaths,” reads ‘Ladies 
having wreaths on hand will find it to their 
advantage to call and see some new round 
and oval gilt frames of late design. Also 
octagon and mahogany boxes made of any 
depth desired.” 

The ‘New Hoop-Skirt Store” at 3 Apple- 
ton, Lawrence, announces that they are 
“prepared to make skirts to order of an 
style, size or length, also to repair old skirts, mn 
and “The particular attention of ladies 
working in the mills is called to our cheap 
mill skirt, particularly adapted to their 
use.” In this day of women’s emancipation 
imagine the “ladies” at work in the mill 
attired in the latest thing in hoop skirts! 

W. C. Donald & Co. advertises printing 
ink of all colors and qualities and that he ‘‘is 
ready to answer all orders with despatch. All 
inks warranted to give entire satisfaction. 

On January 1, 1864, Henry Brownell 
purchased the omnibus running from Ando- 
ver to Lawrence and advertisers that he 
“will continue to run as heretofore leaving 
Andover daily at 8 a.m. and 2 p.m. Law- 
rence at 11 a.m., and 5 p.m. Saturday eve- 
nings at 7 from Andover and9 from Lawrence, 
running also Sundays leaving Andover at 2 
and 7 p.m., Lawrence 5 and 9 p.m.” 

There seems to be a tradition that in the 
good old days all children were thoroughly 
grounded in the three R’s and that hours 
spent on spelling drills resulted in a perfect 
knowledge of spelling and_ syllabification 
unknown in this day of fads and frills. 

But note the following, and be present 
at the Lincoln spelling match on May 14 and 
see what the children of 1926 can do! 

“To spell correctly the words in common use 
in the English language is no trifling or mean 
accomplishment; to spell all the words used 
in English literature correctly is one to which 
very few attain, The exercise must be begun 
early and practised constantly in early life 
in order to attain tolerable accuracy. The 
letters must, so to speak, be drilled into 
the memory by the aid of both eye and ear. 

f this is not done in childhood it is seldom 
done at all. Hundreds of men pass through 
the best academies, through college and 
through theological seminaries and other 
professional institutions, who cannot spell 
the words they speak daily. We have often 
received letters from ministers in which the 
spelling ought to disgrace a child of ten 
years, in our common schools. 

‘About a year ago three gentlemen pre- 
sented themselves to the School Committee 
of this town for examination as teachers. 
Twenty-seven words in common use were 
given for them to spell. Not one of the three 
were able to spell half of the list correctly. 

‘In one of the academies in this town there 
was formerly an examination at the begin- 
ning of the term with reference to the classi- 
fication of the pupils for spelling. ‘The rule 
was to give out one panteed words; those 
who did not misspell more than four of the 
hundred given out were excused from the 
exercise for the term. On one occasion one 
pupil missed every word of the hundred but 
one, that word was ‘surprise’, and it was quite 
common for twenty or more to be misspelled. 
Now these persons were mostly past the age 
of attending common schools, or were from 
the older classes in them, and, as they were 
from various towns they well illustrate the 
general neglect of this important branch 
of education, We venture to say that very 
few Persons who miss twenty words out of a 
hundred at sixteen will ever become good 
spellers. 

“Tn order to excite an increased interest in 
this subject among the pupils in the public 
schools of this town, a citizen has offered, 
through the School Committee, prizes for the 
best spelling, to be competed for at a public 
trial, at the Town Hall or other suitable 
place, during the present winter. 

“There wil be two prizes, a junior and a 
senior prize. The trial will probably take 

lace in the month of February. All mem- 
ers of the public schools of this town may 
compete for the prizes. The words will be 
selected from Sargent’s Spellers. Due notice 
will be given of the arrangements, the ages 
fixed upon for the two classes of scholars, and 
other particulars. 

“Considerable enthusiasm, we believe, al- 
ready exists in the schools. We should be 
glad to know that every scholar was dili- 
gently preparing to bear off the prize, and 
that the school in the various districts were 
emulous of the honor.”’

West Church to Observe One Hundred th | Girls’ 


Anniversary 


The many people who journey over the 
State road between Shawsheen and Lowell 
cannot fail to notice the beautiful old stone 
church in West Parish. Its spire can be 
seen from many of the high ih in Essex 
County as it keeps its dignified watch over 
the comings and goings of the people of the 
Parish. What might it not tell if the gift of 
speech were only granted it a while? 


As long ago as 17711 t was conceded that 
the South Church meeting house was not 
large enough to accommodate the throngs 
who wished to worship there and several 
efforts were made to provide a larger build- 
ing, but all plans failed until March, 1826, 
when leave was granted to build a meeting 
house on the westerly side of the river. Then 
suddenly, for reasons which are now un- 
known, this was all changed. But the men 
who had this at heart were determined to 
have a place of worship convenient to them 
and so on June 15, 1826, they gathered to 
-/ the corner stone for the house of worship 
which their vision of the future seemed to 
make necessary, They recognized the fact 
that every community needs a church if it is 
to serve God in the highest sense of the 
word, ‘‘service.’’ So today this generation is 
reaping the benefit of the forefathers’ fore- 
thought. 

It is the oldest meeting house now standing 
in the Andovers, built of the same stone as 
Brechin hall and the chapel on the Hill, 
quarried somewhere in the vicinity. It was 
built to withstand all but the softening in- 
fluences of time. It is a truly beautiful 
church home, a landmark to be pointed to 
with pride. 

There have been ten pastors including the 
present one and but two of the former pastors 
are living. ‘They will have prominent places 
in the centennial program.

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What is the Answer to England’s 
Dilemma? 


A review of a few facts is ample to 
show how ‘ugly is the dilemma which 
England now is challenged to resolve. 

In the last eight years there have 
been at least five serious crises in the 
British coal industry. Two of these 
were complete cessations of production; 
one of them, the three months’ strike of 
1921, pronounced by the Daily Tele- 
graph a year ago to have been “the most 
insane and costly stoppage in which this 
country has ever indulged.”’ Another of 
the five was a district strike of alarming 
dimensions. In the other two cases 
national strikes were barely evaded by 
the appointment of commissions, the 
Sankey commission and the commission 
which reported a few weeks ago. 

For many years the annual output of 
British coal has been distributed roughly 
in these ratios: one-eighth for domestic 
purposes, a little more than half for 
industrial purposes within the British 
Islands, and about one-third has been 
shipped to foreign markets. Five years 
ago the industry entered upon a long- 
continued period of unexpected and pro- 
found depression. ‘The domestic de- 
mand has stayed about at the old level. 
The industrial demand has fallen off. 
The average exportation through the 
five years before the war exceeded the 
exportation of 1925 by more than 
15,000,000 tons, which has been com- 
puted to equal the output of 68,000 
miners. During the first eight months 
of 1925 coal shipments fell to 33,500,000 
tons as compared with 41,500,000 tons 
in the corresponding period of 1924. 
These facts give point to the contention 
of Frank Hodges — long the secretary 
of the Miners’ Federation of Great 
Britain and now the secretary of the 
International Federation—that the 
present crisis is not the result of tran- 
sient causes but of “the international 
evolution of the world’s fuel industry.” 

A great climax arrived last August 
when the owners of the mines notified 
their employees of large reductions in 
the wage scale which were resisted not 
only by the miners but the entire trade 
union movement. Before the war the 
output both of the individual miner and 
of the industry as a whole was high, 
commodity prices and wages were low 
by present standards, and hours of 
labor were relatively long. The owners 
have been emphasizing the need of a 
return to those pre-war conditions as to 
wages, output and hours. 

What of the labor situation? On the 
one hand we are told that Britain is the 
one coal-exporting country in the world 
where the miners have the seven-hour 
day, all others have a day of eight hours. 
We are also informed that the “British 
miner is the best paid in Europe”’ and

$15, according to the dispatches; the 
owners propose to reduce him to $11. 
In the same district an unskilled worker 
receives $11; it is proposed that he shall 
be scaled anew at about $7 a week. If 
the men will accept the eight-hour day, 
the owners intimate a smaller reduction 
of wages. ‘This is the point of the 
slogan of some of the strike leaders — 
“Not a penny off, not a minute on.’ 


The government postponed the real 
reckoning last August by arranging for 
a subsidy for a limited time and the 
appointment of a new commission, 
The subsidy provided out of the general 
revenues of the treasury for both the 
profits of the operators and the wages of 
the miners; the state guaranteed to 
both their demands. The commission 
issued its report on March 10. It is an 
honest report and an able one, And it 
contains such statements as_ these:

Shakespeare Built Up 


Language in Writings 

When Shakespeare was at the height 
of his powers, he almost made his 
language, as the Americans say they 
do today, as he went along, Dr, George 
Gordon of Oxford pointed out in a 
lecture on Shakespeare English be- 
fore the Royal Institution of London. 

Referring to the state of the Eng- 
lish language in the Sixteenth cen- 
tury, Professor Gordon sald there was 
no fixed pronunciation or accent and 
there was neither a standard gram- 
mar nor a standard dictionary. The 
first quality of Elizabethan and there- 
fore of Shakespearean English was 
{ts hospitality and (ts passion for ex- 
periment, its willingness to use every 
form of verbal wealth, to try every- 
thing “once, at least.” 

So far did it go, this movement of 
linguistic anarchy, declared Professor 
Gordon, that prudent, word-fearing 
men grew alarmed, and later new

Christian era, the expression “Eryth- 
raean Sea” was used In Its original 
sense.—Kansas City Star.

SCHOOL NOTES 


Get Ready for Pink Spray 


Apple buds must be closely watched for 
the pre-pink stage, when the trees should 
again be Geel particularly MacIntosh, 
Delicious, Greening, and Wealthy. These 
varieties are very susceptible to scab, Apply 
this spray when the small leaves have un- 
folded and the blossoms are still clustered 
together, but no pink showing. The home 
orchardist should mix four level tablespoons 
of any lime sulfur with each gallon of water. 
If aphis or lice are plentiful, add a teaspoon- 
ful of Nicotine Sulfate per gallon. Add three 
tablespoons of dry arsenate of lead where 
caterpillars are present. 

‘The commercial fruit grower should 
mix one gallon of liquid lime sulfur with 
fifty gallons of water. If aphis and cater- 
pillars are present, add one-half pint nicotine 
sulfate and three pounds of arsenate of 
lead powder for each of these pests. 

Classroom work in the Agricultural Depart- 
ment closed on May Ist and the students are 
now located on ownership or employed 
projects, They are still under the direct 
supervision of the school however, in that 
instructors make regular visits to the students 
in order to guide and evaluate their work. 
In many cases, instructors see opportunities 
to do some effective teaching while at the 
project and in this manner, considerable 
time is spent with the students during the 
summer months. In addition to this, the 
Agricultural students are required to write 
a report of the work accomplished and ob- 
servations made each week and mail this to 
the school. The school keeps in close touch 
with all of the students in this way and 
numerous other contacts are made when 
opportunity offers,

Frisco’s Unique Colony 


of Italian Fishermen 

On the San Francisco water front 
today you may find a fascinating bit 
of the picturesque Old world brought 
to America and made over into a 
thriving enterprise by the methods of 
science, 

There, huddled along the Fisher- 
man’s wharf, you may see a nest of 
40 boats owned by a colony of Itallan 
fishesmen. Transplanted bodily—lan- 
guage, customs and boats—from the 
Mediterranean to the Pacific, these 
hardy men are reaping a harvest of 
wealth {n shining salmon from the 
deep sea outside the Golden gate. 

In their little boats, says Popular 
Science Monthly, they have replaced 
with gas engines the lateen sails used 
for centuries by thelr forefathers. In 
place of oldtime nets and hand lines, 
they have substituted long, springy 
trolling rods with which four fisher- 
men now can bring in a larger catch 
In one day than elght men formerly 
did in two. 

By the use of modern appliances 
they have changed “fishermen's luck” 
into scientific skill that seldom fails. 
And as a result a single boat now av- 
erages $100 worth of fish at a trip— 
sometimes reaching as high as $500. 


Washington.—The native {illiterate 
population in the United States, ac- 
cording to the 1920 federal census, 
was; Native white illiterates, 1,242,- 
5672; native negro illiterates, 1,842,161. 
The native illiterate group represenis 
64 per cent of our total national il- 
literacy problem, although the total 
number of native illiterates {n 1920 
shows a marked decrease as compared 
with the number in 1910 and 1900, 
That the 8,000,000 citizens of the 
United States who are unable to read 
and write constitute a challenge to 
American education is the contention 
of the United States bureau of educa- 
tion in a recent report, and that the 
immediate extension of adequate pro- 
grams of adult elementary education 
would insure a marked reduction of 
illiterates In the census of 1930, 

In May, 1925, the federal commls- 
sioner of education sent a question- 
naire on elementary education In Eng- 
lish and citizenship for adults to every 
state superintendent of education tn 
the United States, Returns were re- 
ceived from 44 of the states and from 
Alaska, the Virgin islands, Canal Zone 
and Hawail. 

The returns showed that the stu- 
dents enrolled in classes for adult il- 
literates and adult foreign born in 
25 states numbered approximately 
286,000 in 1924. 

In addition to the 286,000 students 
recorded officially from the 25 states, 
there are undoubtedly 50,000 adults 
enrolled in classes in the larger cities 
of those states, which have not pro- 
vided state leadership for this work; 
for example, Chicago, Detroit, St. 
Louls, Baltimore, Trenton, New Or- 
leans and Milwaukee. 

“This grand total of more than 336,- 
000 adult students is the most signifl- 
cant proof of the strength of the 
adult elementary education movement 
in the United States,” continues the 
report. “Despite waning of public in- 
terest in Americanization and the 
serious retrenchment policy in public 
expenditures, the school programs for 
native illiterates and adult foreign 
born have steadily improved during 
the past five years, and the general 
outlook for the nation is most promls- 
ing. 

“The 1920 federal census shows that 
every state in the Union has more 
than 10,000 foreign-born adult and na- 
tive illiterates. Thirty-four states to 
date have recognized the Importance 
and the need of public-school programs 
for adults needing elementary elvic 
instruction and have enacted legisla- 
tion favoring this work. It is signifi- 
cant to note, however, that in only 
27 of these states has the work been 
recognized by the state department of 
education as deserving the services of 
a supervisor on full time or part time,

A scientist claims to have discov- 
ered that ants are able to talk to 
each other on the telephone. 

Professor Bohler of the psychological 
institution, Berlin, placed two ants, 
a male and a female, at each end of 
a telephone, and the female instantly 
responded to the call of the male. 

The experiment was made to discov- 
er the auditory power of ants. A 
particularly affectionate pair were 
chosen, the male being taken to a 
house five miles from the professor's 
laboratory. 

One of Doctor Rohler’s assistants 
placed the male ant near the tele- 
phone, while the female at the other 
end of the line was left free to wan- 
der about at will. When the call 
from the male came through, the fe 
male immediately responded, and the 
excited male was prevented with dif- 
ficulty from pressing his suit in a 
way that would have endangered his 
life. Evidently he imagined that the 
object of his passion was in reach, 
within the mechanism of the tele 
phone.
